When  I  came  to  Copiah-Lincoln  in 
January  of  1968,  the  college  had  several 
scholarship  funds  on  hand.  Through  the 
next  few  years,  these  funds  continued  to 
grow  and  increased  in  size  and  number. 

In  1981  the  decision  was  made  to 
organize  a  college  foundation.  Through 
the  assistance  of  the  late  Mr.  Julius  L. 
Lotterhos,  board  attorney,  an  application 
for  a  charter  was  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  Mississippi. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  founda- 
tion, we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  good 
board  members  who  were  interested  in 
providing  for  the  needs  of  the  college. 
Through  the  years  this  board  has  changed 
as  members  asked  to  be  replaced  or  re- 
signed for  health  or  other  reasons. 

The  earlier  years  of  the  foundation 
saw  the  involvement  of  former  college 
presidents  like  the  late  Dr.  James  M. 
Ewing,  Sr.  and  the  late  Mr.  Russell  Ellzey, 
who  called  on  former  Co-Lin  students 
who  are  now  in  successful  positions  and 
doing  quite  well  in  their  chosen  profes- 
sions. 

In  1988,  the  college  foundation  board 
of  directors  teamed  with  the  college  board 
of  trustees  to  hire  Cargill  Associates  of 
Dallas,  Texas,  to  help  raise  major  funds  to 
get  the  foundation  up  and  operating.  The 
late  J.  C.  Redd,  owner  of  Redd  Pest 
Control,  and  Mr.  H.  F.  McCarty,  Jr.,  owner 
of  McCarty  Foods,  played  a  very  impor- 
tant role  in  this  process.  The  results  of 
this  fund  drive  brought  in  donations  of 
over  $400,000  to  the  foundation.  The 
greatest  participation  in  this  fund  drive 
came  from  the  employees  of  the  college. 

A  great  deal  of  the  money  raised 
during  this  first  fund  drive  was  designat- 
ed funds.  Today  the  college  foundation 
board  of  directors,  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Lester  R.  Furr  of  Wesson,  has 
combined  the  scholarship  funds  with  the 
foundation  funds  and  has  approximately 
$680,000  on  deposit  with  the  trust  depart- 
ment of  Trustmark  National  Bank  in  Jack- 
son. This  trust  department  is  responsible 
for  the  investment  of  foundation  funds  in 
a  safe  and  responsible  manner  as  the 
market  changes.  In  recent  months,  the 
foundation  funds  have  grown  at  a  con- 
stant rate  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  trust 
department  is  doing  a  very  good  job. 

Recently    the    foundation    board    of 


directors  met  and  voted  to  write  all  foun- 
dation board  of  directors  to  ask  them  if 
they  wished  to  continue  to  serve  on  the 
foundation  board.  In  response,  eleven 
positions  were  vacated.  The  board  then 
decided  to  search  for  young  successful 
men  and  women  who  could  and  would 
serve  on  the  foundation  board. 

On  Tuesday,  November  15,  1994,  the 
foundation  board  of  directors  was  called 
into  session  by  Mr.  Lester  Furr.  Attending

the  meeting  were  twenty-seven  board 
members  and  college  administrators. 
Everyone  enjoyed  the  meeting  and  were 
very  enthusiastic  about  the  future  of  the 
foundation.

Chapel  plans  progress 


The  architect  is  scheduled  to  meet 
with  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni 
Association's  chapel  committee  in  early 
March  to  get  the  committee's  ideas  on 
what  the  proposed  chapel  for  the  Wesson 
campus  should  include,  the  size,  and 
location  on  campus. 

Committee  members  met  February  8 
to  follow  up  on  the  alumni  vote  at 
homecoming  to  make  preliminary  plans 
for  the  construction  of  the  chapel. 

A  brochure  will  be  developed,  in- 
cluding the  architect's  sketch,  for  use 
when  the  campaign  officially  opens. 

"We  will  not  actively  solicit  funds  for 
the  chapel's  construction  until  after  home- 
coming on  October  14,"  states  Burlian 
Walker,  Executive  Director  Foundation/ 
Alumni  Affairs/Public  Relations. 

Already,  however  nearly  $5,000  has 
been  given  to  the  chapel  fund.  "A  cam- 
paign will  be  developed  in  phases  and 
put  into  place  at  the  appropriate  time. 
We  are  not  seeking  funds  at  this  point," 


Walker  said. 

In  the  March  meeting,  the  architect 
will  listen  to  committee  members  as  they 
discuss  the  size  and  capacity  of  the 
chapel,  the  cost,  including  for  furnish- 
ings such  as  pews,  cushions,  windows, 
doors,  pulpit,  and  piano,  and  location. 

Names  on  plaques  for  donors  or 
items  given  will  be  acknowledged. 

No  college  money  can  be  used  on 
the  facility.  It  will  be  from  funds  or  goods 
donated. 

Committee  members  state  that  the 
chapel  could  be  used  for  individual 
meditation  or  prayer,  for  morning  devo- 
tions by  local  ministers,  for  religious 
counseling,  weddings,  receptions,  recit- 
als, meetings,  etc. 

"Already  many  inquiries  have  come 
in  from  alumni  concerning  the  cost  of  a 
pew  or  window  or  door.  This  hasn't 
been  determined  yet  and  we  will  not 
know  until  after  having  met  with  the 
architect   and   after  getting   his   plans," 


Walker  said. 

"We  are  asking,  however,  that  alumni 
who  are  interested  in  the  construction  of 
the  non-denominational  chapel  to  fill 
our  the  form  below  and  return  it  to  us. 
Many  filled  out  the  form  at  homecoming 
but  those  forms,  unfortunately,  were 
picked  up  by  cafeteria  personnel  and 
destroyed  before  we  had  a  chance  to  get 
them  picked  up,"  he  said. 

The  campaign  for  donations  will  be 
alter  homecoming  and  the  acceptance  of 
its  architect's  plans  by  the  alumni  asso- 
ciation members.

He  served  in  the  United  States 
Armed  Forces  and  in  1945  returned  to 
Meridian  where  he  was  in  business  until 
his  retirement  in  1976  and  where  he  still 
resides.  Dunaway  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Church  of  Christ. 

He  and  his  wife,  Louise,  are  parents  of 
two  children,  Mrs.  Paul  "Sherry"  Broadhead 
and  Richard  Fountain.  Both  also  live  in 
Meridian.  He  supported  his  niece,  Eliza- 
beth Willingham  Ratcliff,  for  the  four  years 
she  attended  Co-Lin. 

MARGARETTE  ALLRED  BERRY 

Margarette  Allred  Berry  is  an  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  selection.  A  graduate  of 
Auburn  High  School  in  Lincoln  County, 
she  received  an  Associate  of  Arts  Degree 
from  Co-Lin  in  1951.  Both  years  at  Co-Lin 
she  was  named  all-state  and  she  scored  54 
points  in  one  game.  She  also  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  women's  tennis  team  and  she 
pitched  for  the  fast  pitch  softball  team.  She 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
mathematics  with  a  minor  in  physical 
education  from  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi  in  1953-  She  played  industrial 
league  basketball  while  at  Southern. 

From  1952  to  1953  she  taught  math 
and  coached  girls  basketball  at  Loyd  Star; 
at  Phoebe  High  School  from  1953  to  1954 
where  she  taught  all  high  school  math  and 
coached  girls  basketball.  In  1954  and  1955 
she  taught  freshman  algebra  at  Mississippi 
State  University.  In  1956  at  McDonnell 
Aircraft  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  she  pitched  for  a 
women's  fast-pitched  softball  team  which 
won  the  city  championship  after  having 
posted  only  a  single  win  the  previous  year. 
During  years  in  New  Orleans,  from  1963- 
1968,  she  bowled  on  a  women's  team  and 
mixed  team  and  carried  a  160  average.  She 
taught  math  at  Lindsey  Junior  High  School 
in  Hampton,  Va.,  from  1972  to  1978  where 
she  also  coached  girls  softball  and  played 
on  a  women's  softball  team  with  her  daugh- 
ters in  a  church  softball  league.

Vance  Walden  Brown  is  another  Ath- 
letic Hall  of  Fame  selectee.  A  native  of 
Booneville,  Brown  was  a  first  team  guard 
on  the  state  championship  basketball  teams 
in  1948  and  1949-  At  Co-Lin  Vance  was 
most  handsome  and  was  runner-up  to  Mr. 
Copiah-Lincoln  in  1949-  He  continued  play- 
ing basketball  at  Delta  State  University 
during  1949-51  and  his  team  entered  the 
NAIB  Tournament  in  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  in 
1950  and  1951.  After  getting  a  B.S.  in 
education  from  Delta  State,  he  obtained  a 
M.E.  Degree  in  school  administration  from 
the  University  of  Mississippi.  He  com- 
pleted additional  studies  at  Mississippi 
State  University,  Ole  Miss,  University  of 
Mississippi,  and  Northwestern  Louisiana 
University  and  got  a  AAA  in  science  and 
guidance. 

He  was  in  the  U.S.  Navy  from  1944- 
1946,  stationed  in  Jacksonville,  Fla. 

Vance  taught  science  and  coached 


basketball  at  Myrtle  in  1951-52;  Ashland 
High  School  as  science  teacher  and  bas- 
ketball and  baseball  coach  from  1952-56; 
Jackson  Public  Schools  as  science  teacher 
in  secondary  schools  for  12  years  and  as 
guidance  counselor  for  18  years,  from 
1956-1986.  He  retired  in  1986  and  moved 
back  to  Booneville  in  1988. 

He  is  a  Mason  with  the  Booneville 
Lodge;  member  of  the  Rotary  Club;  was  a 
member  of  the  National  Education  Asso- 
ciation, Mississippi  Association  of  Educa- 
tors, Science  Teachers  Association,  Missis- 
sippi Guidance  Association,  and  Phi  Delta 
Kappa. 

An  active  member  of  the  Delta  State 
"M"  Club,  Vance  is  a  former  president  of 
both  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni  and  Ath- 
letic Alumni  Associations. 

A  Baptist,  Vance  is  a  Sunday  School 
teacher,  and  has  been  on  the  finance, 
hospitality,  and  building  and  grounds  com- 
mittees and  is  chairman  of  the  senior 
citizens. 

He  is  one  of  eight  children  born  to 
Odus  and  Pearl  Brown.  Vance  is  the  father 
of  two  daughters,  Donna  Lynn  Brown 
McDonald  and  Mary  Ann  Brown  Smith. 
Donna  and  her  husband,  Dr.  Jimmy 
McDonald,  have  two  sons,  Evan  and  Bra- 
dley. Mary  and  her  husband,  Perry  Smith, 
are  parents  of  a  son,  Will,  and  a  daughter, 
Ashley.  Vance's  wife,  Louise,  has  two 
children,  Laura  Hemphill  Lesbo  and  Rob- 
ert D.  Hemphill  Jr.,  and  four  grandchil- 
dren, Wendy  and  Jason  Lesbo  and  Taylor 
and  Chris  Hemphill. 

TROY  ARLIS  RICKS 

Troy  Arlis  Ricks  is  another  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  selection.  His  selection  is 
based  upon  his  coaching  career  at  Co-Lin. 

Troy  Arlis  Ricks  was  born  in  Prentiss 
County.  His  athletic  prowess  became  evi- 
dent at  a  very  early  age  when  he  led  the 
eighth  grade  team  at  Meadow  Creed  grade 
school  to  the  Prentiss  County  Basketball 
championship  over  nine  other  teams  and 
was  named  the  most  valuable  player  in  the 
county.  In  a  practice  game  with  the  Wheeler 
High  School  varsity  team,  he  scored  31  of 
the  winning  32  points  against  the  varsity. 

He  went  on  to  play  two  years  on  the 
Wheeler  High  School  varsity  team  where 
he  was  named  to  the  All  Tournament  team 
in  every  tournament  in  which  he  played 
and  was  named  MVP  in  several  tourneys. 

He  played  point  guard  at  Sunflower  Jr. 
College,  (now  Delta  Community  College) 
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INDUCTED  INTO  ATHLETIC  HALL  OF  FAME 


for  two  years  (1937-1939.)  His  team  won 
the  state  junior  college  championship  both 
years,  with  Ricks  named  to  the  All  State 
team  his  sophomore  year.  While  he  was  at 
Sunflower,  his  team  won  the  Mississippi 
Valley  Conference  Championship,  over 
teams  from  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Tennes- 
see and  Mississippi,  both  years.  Ricks  was 
given  the  only  Most  Valuable  Player  title 
ever  awarded  in  that  conference. 

Ricks  played  point  guard  at  Delta  State 
University  for  two  years,  1939-1941.  His 
team  finished  third  in  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Intercollegiate  Basketball  (NAIB) 
tournament  in  1940.  He  was  selected  for 
the  NAIB  All  Tournament  team  in  both 
1940  and  1941,  and  led  all  guards  in  points 
scored  with  a  21  point  per  game  average. 
He  was  also  selected  as  an  All-American  at 
the  national  tournament  in  Kansas  City. 
Ricks  was  elected  to  the  Delta  State  Uni- 
versity Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1973,  the 
second  year  after  its  establishment. 

After  college,  Ricks  played  profes- 
sional basketball  with  the  Union  Wire 
Rope  Team  in  Kansas  City,  where  his  team 
won  the  League  Championship.  His  pro- 
fessional career  was  interrupted  by  the 
escalation  of  World  War  II,  when  he  was 
drafted  into  the  Army. 

Ricks  was  wounded  in  action  in  the 
South  Pacific  and  was  discharged  in  1946 
as  a  captain. 

His  first  coaching  assignment  was  at 
Saltillo  High  School  where  he  was  head 
basketball  coach  for  one  year. 

Then  he  coached  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  for  two  years,  1947- 
1949-  At  Co-Lin,  his  teams  won  the  State 


junior  college  championships  both  years, 
the  first  time  Co-Lin  had  ever  captured  a 
state  championship. 

Ricks  moved  to  Raymond  in  1949, 
where  he  served  as  high  school  principal 
at  Raymond  High  School  for  two  years, 
and  functioned  as  basketball  coach,  foot- 
ball coach,  as  well  as  teaching  math.  His 
two  year  basketball  record  at  the  high 
school  was  40-3  and  his  football  team 
went  to  the  championship  one  year. 

He  coached  the  Hinds  Junior  College 
baseball  team  for  one  year  in  1957,  and 
won  the  State  junior  college  baseball  cham- 
pionship with  a  record  of  9-1. 

Ricks'  career  as  head  basketball  coach 
at  Hinds  spanned  two  decades,  1951-1970. 
His  1967  team  on  the  state  champion- 
ship— the  first  time  ever  for  Hinds.  This 
team  consisted  of  all  local  players.  Through- 
out Ins  career  at  Hinds,  he  routinely  took 
his  teams  to  the  championships,  winning 
several  South  Mississippi  Junior  College 
titles,  and  often  taking  home  the  honor  of 
State  Runner-up,  losing  the  state  title  by 
only  a  few  points  on  more  than  one 
occasion.  His  teams  played  in  the  Final 
Four  Junior  College  State  Playoffs  in  eight 
of  the  last  ten  years  of  his  coaching  career. 
Ricks'  coaching  record  at  Hinds  was  an 
impressive  323-148. 

His  overall  basketball  coaching  record, 
high  school  and  junior  college  was  441- 
156,  an  imposing  74%  winning  record. 

Ricks  retired  from  coaching  in  1970, 
and  served  as  director  of  veterans  affairs  at 
Hinds  for  thirteen  years  until  his  retire- 
ment. 

In  1970,  he  was  awarded  the  Distin-

During  his  busy  career,  he  found  time 
to  serve  for  many  years  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  Raymond  High  School.  He  also 
served  as  chairman  of  the  local  selective 
service  board  during  the  Nixon  adminis- 
tration. He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  for  the  Wash-O-Ha 
Acres  Swimming  Pool  since  its  inception, 
serving  one  year  as  president  of  the  board. 

Ricks  has  served  as  an  active  deacon 
at  Raymond  Baptist  Church  for  a  number 
of  years  as  well  as  holding  many  other 
leadership  positions  in  the  church,  includ- 
ing church  treasurer,  director  of  the  adult 
Sunday  School  department,  and  chairman 
of  the  church  personnel  committee. 

He  has  been  married  to  Maude  Enis 
Ricks  since  1946.  They  have  three  children 
and  four  grandchildren.  Their  daughter, 
Rickey  Ricks  Mallory,  is  assistant  chief  of 
pharmacy  at  the  VA  Medical  Center  in 
Jackson.  Son,  Troy  Arlis  Ricks,  Jr.  is  head 
girls  basketball  coach  and  assistant  foot- 
ball coach  at  Mandeville  High  School  in 
Mandeville,  Louisiana.  Youngest  son,  Wil- 
liam Ray  Ricks,  is  head  basketball  coach  at 
Greene  County  High  School  in  Leakesville, 
Mississippi. 

Their  grandchildren  are  Troy  Arlis 
Ricks  III,  Crystal  Lee  Ricks,  Leslie  Carol

The  late  Felix  N.  Tumbough  is  an 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  selection.  Born  and 
reared  in  Brookhaven,  Tumbough  is  a 
legendary  football  player  at  Co-Lin.  He 
continued  his  football  career  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Missouri  where  he  was  Honorable 
Mention  All  American. 

A  well-respected  Texas  law  enforce- 
ment officer  and  judge,  Tumbough  began 
his  career  as  a  deputy  sheriff  in  Mississippi 
and  as  a  state  trooper  in  1939- 

Tumbough  served  in  the  United  States 
Navy  during  World  War  II  and  during  this 
time  he  was  located  in  Aransas  Pass, 
Texas,  as  a  chief  shore  patrol  specialist  on 
the  Texas  coast.  After  being  discharged  in 
1946,  he  was  appointed  city  marshall  in 
Aransas  Pass,  where  he  remained  with  his 
family  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  became  the 
city's  first  police  chief  and  at  one  time 
received  national  publicity  when  unarmed 
he  faced  a  kidnapper  of  two  children  who

NLC  receives  generous  aid,  help 


The  sixth  annual  Natchez  Literary 
Celebration,  to  take  place  June  1-3,  1995, 
continues  to  receive  generous  donations 
and  services,  according  to  fund-raising 
chairman  Laura  Godfrey.  "These  dona- 
tions allow  us  to  offer  nearly  everything 
free  of  charge,"  she  said. 

"In  fact,  except  for  Maya  Angelou's 
presentation,  all  the  lectures  and  other 
presentations  at  the  City  Auditorium  will 
be  absolutely  free  to  the  public,"  she 
said.  ""Also  free  will  be  a  movie,  a 
concert  and  a  television  documentary." 

Leading  the  group  of  donors  with 
the  largest  donation  this  year  is  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities 
through  the  Mississippi  Humanities  Coun- 
cil with  an  $18,112  grant,  Godfrey  said. 

"This  grant  is  the  largest  the  MHC 
awarded  this  year,"  she  said.  "It  requires 
a  100  percent  cash  match  from  local 
sources.  Once  that  money  is  obtained 
and  verified,  we'll  receive  about  $6,500 
more  from  the  NEH." 

The  Humanities  Council  funds  will 
be  spent  on  lecturers'  fees,  travel,  print- 
ing costs  and  related  program  matters, 
Godfrey  said. 


Other  recent  donations  to  the  Cel- 
ebration include: 

■  A  $6,500  grant  from  the  Natchez 
Convention  and  Visitor  Bureau.  This 
grant  will  be  used  for  publicity, 
facilities  rental  and  other  itemized 
costs.

A  special  statewide  honor  for  col- 
lege faculty  members  and  students  called 
"HEADWAE"  has  come  to  Copiah-Lin- 
coln Community  College  in  Natchez  for 
1995. 

"HEADWAE,  which  stands  for  'Higher 
Education  Appreciation  Day — Working 
for  Academic  Excellence,'  annually  hon- 
ors one  faculty  member  and  one  student 
in  each  college,  university  and  commu- 
nity college  district  in  Mississippi,"  said 
Co-Lin  Natchez  Dean  Travis  Thornton. 

This  year's  HEADWAE  recipients  are 
Dr.  Joey  Paul,  instructor  of  mathematics 
and  computer  science,  and  Pamela  Ray, 
a  sophomore  majoring  in  pre-nursing.

The  One  Stop  Career  Center.  That's 
the  name  of  a  newly  created  service  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's 
Wesson  campus. 

The  One  Stop  Career  Center  has 
been  created  as  a  result  of  the  Workforce 
Act  of  1994  by  the  legislature.  The 
legislation  requires  each  of  the  15  com- 
munity/junior colleges  to  establish  the 
career  centers  to  provide  assessment 
and  counseling  for  persons  seeking  jobs.

General  Education  Development  prepa- 
ratory site.

Nettles  sees  many  other 
possibilities  for  the  center. 

Nettles   points   out   that   the   career 


center  will  have  three  service  compo- 
nents that  include  counselors  who  will 
be  available  for  assessment  and  counsel- 
ing individuals;  an  on-site  industrial  fo- 
cus with  customized  programs  for  each 
industry  in  the  district  requesting  those 
services;  and  a  career  and  workforce 
resource  team  which  will  be  able  to 
provide  general  information  on  careers 
and  especially  for  jobs  in  the  Co-Lin 
district,  including  salary,  benefits,  job 
requirements  and  the  like. 

The  comprehensive  career  develop- 
ment center  will  work  with  existing  ser- 
vices at  Co-Lin,  including  the  career 
center  in  student  services  and  in  the 
Tech-Prep  Center. 

Presently  a  portion  of  downstairs  in 
the  F.  M.  Fortenberry  Vocational-Techni- 
cal Building  is  being  renovated  to  house 
the  new  career  center. 

"We  expect  the  center  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  end  of  December,"  Dr. 
Nettles  said. 


Reed  wins  Milken  Award 


Pat  Reed,  principal  of  Franklin  Lower 
Elementary  in  Meadville  and  a  1962  Co- 
Lin  graduate,  was  named  to  receive  a 
1994  Milken  Family  Foundation  National 
Educator  Award  and  an  accompanying 
cash  award  of  $25,000. 

Reed  and  four  other  Mississippi  el- 
ementary educators  was  honored  at  a 
formal  luncheon  in  November.  In  the 
Spring,  all  150  recipients  of  the  award 
across  the  United  States  will  be  flown 
with  their  spouses  to  Los  Angeles  to 
attend  the  1995  Milken  Family  Founda- 
tion Conference.

The  Milken  Family  Foundation  was 
established  in  1982  as  a  private  philan- 
thropic institution  dedicated  to  discover- 
ing and  advancing  inventive  ways  to 
build  resources.  The  program  was  es- 
tablished in  Mississippi  in  1991.  It  gives 
public  recognition  and  financial  reward 
to  outstanding  K-12  teachers  and  princi- 
pals who  make  exemplary  contributions 
to  excellence  in  education.  Selection  ol 
the  Milken  Educators  Award  recipients 
alternates  between  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary teachers. 


A  profile  of  Reed  appearing  in  a 
State  Department  of  Education  news  re- 
lease stated,  "Lonnie  Pat  Reed,  principal 
of  Franklin  Lower  Elementary  School, 
Meadville,  is  rare,  not  only  because  he  is 
a  male  elementary  educator,  but  also 
because  he  has  created  an  innovative 
instructional  format  that  is  unique  in  small 
rural  schools.  Multi-age  classrooms  are 
now  a  reality  in  Franklin  County.  The  bulk 
of  Reed's  day  is  spent  supervising  reading 
instruction  to  determine  the  total  effective- 
ness of  his  program.  Reecl  received  the 
highest  award  presented  to  an  outstanding 
member  of  the  MACUS  organization,  as  a 
person  who  has  significantly  contributed 
to  the  education  and  welfare  of  young 
children.

Among  personnel,  other  than  Dr. 
Nettles,  whose  offices  are  within  the 
new  career  center  are  Todd  Prince,  basic 
skills  specialist;  Rhonda  Ishee,  workforce 
specialist;  and  Jim  Hart,  industrial  coor- 
dinator. 

Three  other  Co-Lin  personnel,  who 
report  to  the  dean  of  vocational-techni- 
cal instruction,  will  be  part  of  the  team- 
orientecl  center.  Bob  Huckaby,  voca- 
tional counselor,  Brenda  Westbrook, 
Single  Parent/Homemaker  Coordinator, 
and  Herschel  O'Bannon,  special  popula- 
tions counselor,  will  have  offices  located 
in  the  center.

Late  August  1947  -  registration  day 
at  Co-Lin  for  high  school  students. 
Though  I  had  been  on  Co-Lin  Campus 
for  various  reasons  since  I  was  four 
years  old,  it  was  definitely  not  the  same 
as  being  there  for  the  first  time  as  a 
student.  Everything^ 'as  different  from 
what  I  had  been  accustomed  for  my  first 
eight  years  at  our  Wesson  Public  School . 
Getting  a  schedule  worked  out,  finding 
classrooms,  and  meeting  all  of  my  new 
teachers — whew! 

I  distinctly  remember  looking  up 
and  seeing  this  attractive  lady  coming 
in  my  direction.  Her  impeccable  ap- 
pearance and  confident  walk  are  still 
vivid  in  my  memory.  But,  I  also  remem- 
ber thinking,  "I  hope  I  don't  have  her 
for  a  teacher"!  For  whatever  reason  to 
me,  she  had  the  hint  of  a  stern  look  on 
her  face.  This  was  also  Miss  Helen 
Ellzey's  first  year  at  Co-Lin. 

As  it  turned  out,  I  did  have  her  for 
a  teacher  -  and  not  only  for  that  year 
but  for  the  next  and,  the  next.  And  -  I 
loved  her.  However,  after  only  one 
semester,  during  the  Christmas  holi- 
days she  changed  her  name  when  she 
married  Co-Lin's  bookkeeper,  Mr. 
Graydon  Mullen.  Our  class  gave  them 
a  wedding  gift  and  we  had  to  get  used 
to  her  new  name.  But,  of  course,  she 
was  the  same  special  young  woman 
that  we  were  becoming  very  fond  of.

Following  high  school  graduation 
and  marriage,  I  remained  in  Wesson  for 
several  years;  and  the  budding  friend- 
ship which  began  during  our  teacher  - 
student  years  continued  to  grow,  Mrs.

Helen,  "my  friend". 

After  only  18  1/2  years  of  mar- 
riage, Helen's  husband  died  suddenly. 
In  this  very  difficult  experience,  she 
exhibited  much  courage  and  determi- 
nation in  going  on  with  her  life.  She 
remained  in  Wesson,  becoming  one  of 
the  longest-termed  employees  in  Co-

Helen's  appearance  and  energy 
always  belied  her  age,  but  in  March  of 
1994  she  was  stricken  with  a  terminal 
illness  and  passed  away  in  May.

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CCN  AS  AN  INSTRUCTIONAL  CONCEPT 


The  Instructional  Program  at  a  com- 
munity college  must  be  strong  enough  to 
withstand  the  whems  of  change  that  seem 
to  occasionally  crop  up;  yet  it  must  be 
adaptable  and  flexible  enough  to  make 
changes  and  adjustments  which  are  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  institution.  We  live  in  an

age  of  continual  change  in  social  patterns, 
economic  and  political  patterns,  techno- 
logical advances,  and  the  list  goes  on! 
Change  is  indeed  a  part  of  instructional 
planning  these  days;  there  is  an  air  of 
anticipation  and  excitement  about  the  use 
of  new  technology  and  how  it  will  affect 
the  instructional  program  at  Co-Lin.  There 
are  a  number  of  exciting  new  concepts 
which  are  a  part  of  planning  for  the  future. 
Some  of  those  concepts  are  directly  related 
to  the  Community  College  Network  (CCN). 
The  CCN,  which  was  installed  during  the 
summer  of  1994,  is  a  statewide  interactive 
communication  system  which  allows  per- 
sonnel at  14  of  the  15  community  colleges 
in  the  state  to  communicate  on  a  fully 
interactive  televideo  system.  The  system 
was  purchased  for  all  15  community  col- 
leges through  federal  grant  funds,  with 
some  of  the  15  community  colleges  adding 
campuses  and  sites  to  the  original  sites  at 
their  own  expense .  Both  the  Co-Lin  Wesson 
and  Natchez  campuses  are  on  line  with  the 
new  system. 

Thus  far  the  CCN  has  been  used  to 
conduct  statewide  meetings,  for  several 
affiliate  groups  and  to  broadcast  to  all  sites 
from  one  central  point.  As  an  example  of  its 
use  by  outside  agencies,  Dr.  Eddie  Thomp- 
son, Mississippi  State  Health  Officer,  met 
with  over  3,000  employees  of  that  agency 
over  the  CCN  on  August  3,  1994.  Several  of 
those  individuals  came  to  the  Wesson  cam- 
pus to  participate  in  that  meeting.  They 
were  able  to  interact  with  employees  at 


other  sites,  as  well  as  with  Dr.  Thompson. 
This  meeting  saved  many  miles  of  travel  for 
the  state  health  department,  as  well  as 
enhancing  communication  within  that  divi- 
sion of  government. 

Some  of  the  instructional  activities  be- 
ing planned  for  the  CCN  include: 

1)  Offering  GED  1113,  World  Geogra- 
phy, over  the  system.  The  class  will 
be  taught  by  Mr.  Andrew  Hassard  in 
the  CCN  room  (S104)  Wesson  and 
will  be  broadcast  to  the  Natchez  Cam- 
pus CCN  room,  where  students  will 
be  enrolled.  There  are  also  other 
community  colleges  which  have  ex- 
pressed an  interest  in  participating  in 
this  class.  The  course  will  be  offered 
from  12:30  P.M.  -  1:45  P.M.  on  lues./ 
Thur. 

2)  The  University  of  Mississippi  Medical 
Center  (UMC)  will  use  CCN  to  begin 
offering  courses  leading  to  the  Mas- 
ters Degree  in  Nursing  (MSN)  in  May, 
1995,  at  four  of  the  community  col- 
lege sites:  Co-Lin,  Hinds,  Northeast, 
and  Gulf  Coast.  The  University  Medi- 
cal Center  will  offer  courses  in  the 
Bachelors  Degree  in  Nursing  (BSN)  in 
August  of  1995  to  these  four  sites. 

3)  Plans  are  being  developed  to  offer  a 
course  in  Survival  Spanish  for  Law 
Enforcement  Officers  through  the 
CCN  at  the  Natchez  Campus.  Mrs. 
Lynda  Flynn,  who  was  instrumental  in 
the  developing  the  prospectus  for  this 
course  while  at  USM,  is  currently 
working  through  the  necessary  chan- 
nels to  obtain  approvals  for  a  course 
of  this  type  to  be  offered  by  Co-Lin 
on  CCN.  The  course  will  be  available 
for  academic,  as  well  as  Continuing 
Education  Units  (CEU),  credit.

4)  Emergency  Medical  Spanish  is  also 
being  developed  for  the  CCN.  It  too 
will  be  taught  by  Mrs.  Flynn,  with 
nursing  students  at  the  Wesson  Cam- 
pus being  primary  recipients  of  the 
course. 

There  is  much  excitement  among  af- 
filiate groups  across  the  state  about  the 
potential  use  of  the  CCN.  Already  there 
have  been  numerous  meetings  among 
several  groups,  including  the  community 
college  President's  Association  and  the 
Academic  Dean's  Association.  In  addition, 
there  have  been  several  meetings  among 
various  divisions  of  Co-Lin  personnel. 
Wesson  and  Natchez  faculty  members  of 
the  Humanities  Division,  for  example,  re- 
cently met  to  discuss  matters  related  to  the 
instructional  program  at  both  campuses, 
without  travel  between  the  campuses.  With 
the  fully  interactive  feature,  this  system 
provides  more  opportunity  for  faculty 
members  to  work  more  closely  with  other 
faculty  members  in  the  same  subject  area. 
Not  only  does  it  reduce  travel  costs  for  the 
college,  but  it  also  allows  faculty  and  staff 
to  use  their  time  more  effectively  and  to 
enhance  instruction  in  the  process. 

We  are  just  beginning  to  realize  the 
potential  impact  the  Community  College 
Network  can  have  on  the  instructional 
programs  in  community  colleges  around 
the  state.  Mississippi  is  definitely  ahead  of 
the  pack  with  this  system  of  interactive 
communication,  and  it  is  up  to  us  as 
professional  educators  to  use  it  effectively 
to  enhance  the  instructional  process.  We 
at  Co-Lin  are  very  excited  about  develop- 
ing that  potential  for  our  faculty,  students 
and  community.

ALL  NURSING  STUDENTS  PASS 

NLN 

For  the  first  time,  every  student  en- 
rolled in  Co-Lin  Natchez's  practical  nurs- 
ing program  passed  the  National  League 
of  Nursing  examination. 

"This  100  percent  pass  rate  means 
we're  as  good  as  the  rest  of  the  practical 
nursing  programs  in  the  state  and  better 
than  a  lot  of  them,"  said  Sue  Blackwell. 
She  is  coordinator  of  the  program  and  an 
instructor,  along  with  LaWanda  Doss. 

The  NLN  exam,  administered  Nov. 
11,  is  a  required,  comprehensive  test  of 
first-semester  studies,  Blackwell  said.  "All 
students  must  take  the  test  and  pass  it  in 
order  to  enroll  second  semester,"  she 
said. 

Though  this  year's  100  percent  pass 
rate  is  the  Natchez  Campus's  first,  all 
other  years  Co-Lin  have  also  had  ex- 
tremely high  pass  rates,  Blackwell  said. 
"Since  the  program  begain  in  1978,  we've 
had  an  overall  NLN  pass  rate  of  94  per- 
cent," she  said.  It's  very  unusual  to  have 
100  percent  of  the  students  to  pass  the 
NLN."

Construction  continues  on 
Natchez  Complex

Work  continues  on  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College's  $4.6  million  Natchez 
academic  complex  being  constructed  near 
the  current  Vocational  Technical  building 
on  Campus  Drive  off  Beltline  Road.  Under 
the  supervision  of  Natchez  architect  Charles 
Moroney,  the  contract  to  construct  the  build- 
ing was  awarded  to  the  Paul  Jackson  and 
Sons  Construction  Company  of  Brookhaven. 
Construction  began  in  the  summer  of  1994, 
with  the  completion  date  scheduled  for 
August  1995. 

The  building  of  nearly  60,000  square 
feet  will  house  the  Natchez  Campus  library, 
learning  center,  classrooms  and  laborato- 
ries, bookstore,  food  services,  activities 
area,  and  administrative  and  support  areas. 
It  will  replace  the  old  Washington  School 
currently  being  leased  from  the  Natchez- 
Adams  County  Public  School  System.  This 
facility  has  become  unsuitable  for  the 
Natchez  Campus  because  of  its  size  and 
accommodations. 

Copiah-Lincoln  Community  opened  its 
campus  in  Natchez  in  1972,  and  the  con- 
struction of  this  facility  is  a  result  of  22  years 


of  effort  to  obtain  the  necessary  building 
funding.  The  Washington  site  is  the  third 
temporary  location  that  the  Natchez  Cam- 
pus has  used.  The  new  permanent  facility 
will  allow  ample  room  for  growth  from  the 
current  nearly  700-student  enrollment  to 
approximately  1,200  students.  With  new 
furnishings  and  the  latest  in  equipment,  the 
facility  will  provide  a  first-class  learning 
environment  that  will  complement  the  strong 
teaching  faculty  currently  employed. 

Articulation  also  continues  between 
Copiah-Lincoln  and  Alcorn  State  University 
for  upper  division  level  classes  at  Alcorn's 
Natchez  Campus.  This  "2  +  2"  program  will 
result  in  students  from  this  general  area 
being  able  to  obtain  a  baccalaureate  degree 
in  some  curriculums  at  Alcorn's  Natchez 
Campus.  Alcorn  also  plans  new  construc- 
tion on  Campus  Drive.  This  working  to- 
gether between  Copiah-Lincoln  Commu- 
nity College  and  Alcorn  State  University 
with  new  construction  by  both  institutions 
and  articulation  of  curriculums  will  result  in 
a  modern,  high-quality  higher  education 
facility  long  envisioned  by  the  citizens  of 
Natchez,  Adams  County  and  southwest  Mis- 
sissippi.

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PBL  WINS  2 1   STATE  AWARDS 


Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's 
Wesson  Campus  Phi  Beta  Lambda  Chap- 
ter won  21  awards  during  the  recent  PBL 
State  Leadership  Conference  held  injack- 
son.  The  annual  competition  featured 
students  representing  41  active  chapters 
at  the  two-and-four-year  colleges  and 
universities  all  across  the  state.  In  one  of 
the  closest  finishes  in  recent  years,  Co- 
Lin  became  runners-up  to  Mississippi 
State  University  in  the  competition  for 
the  coveted  "1995  Sweepstakes  Award" 
MSU's  132-member  chapter  managed  to 
thwart  Co-Lin's  37-members  attempt  to 
win  an  unprecedented  fifth  consecutive 
"state  title." 

Co-Lin's  business  students  won  a 
total  of  21  awards,  including  two  first- 
places,  five  seconds,  seven  thirds,  and 
three  fourths,  in  addition  to  four  special 
awards.  A  number  of  the  award  winners 
has  qualified  to  participate  in  the  Na- 
tional Leadership  Conference  events  held 
in  Orlando,  Fla.,  in  July.  Since  1977,  Co- 
Lin  PBL  members  have  won  244  state 
competition  awards,  along  with  55 
national  awards .  Co-Lin  has  won  the

1994     95  ELDERHOSTEL 
PROGRAMS  CONTLNUE 

For  the  fifth  year  in  a  row,  the  interna- 
tional Elderhostel  program  sponsored  by 
the  Natchez  Campus  is  successfully  offer- 
ing week-long  educational  experiences 
based  on  Natchez  history,  literature  and 
culture. 

The  first  sessions  were  held  during 
two  separate  weeks  in  September  1994, 
using  the  then  "Historic  Natchez:  Magic  on 
the  Mississippi."
